THIS IS UNEVALUATED INFORfdATION 


As a result of the great destruction by the EKT^ there are nov only 280,000 
splodloa and ^,000 loona remaining In the Hortheasto Of these, 120,000 spindles 
and 1,400 loons are nov In operation and the others are undergoing repair^ By 
the end of 1949^ 70,000 spindles and ^,000 loons are expected to be rehabilitated. 
By next spring the remaloder should be completed. 


Repair vnrk, hoverer, has encountered maoy difficulties. 7or exanple, to 
restore oaohlnes for 160,000 spindles requires nore thau one million naohlne 
parts of all sizes, most of which oust be reclaimed fron damaged equipment since 
there are no large machine-parts nanufacturlDg plants In the Horth^ast. Nerer- 
theless, 100,000 spindles were repaired la 19^^ resulting in an output of 
^1,000 parcels of yeuro and 260,000 bolts of cloth. 


Before leaving An-tung, the KMT completely destroyed the An-tung Textile 
Mill. Seconstructloo work was started lo 1947> vhen the original 2^,000 square 
meters of floor apace w^re rebuilt and machinery Installed. In 1948, additional 
floor apace of 3^,000 square meters was onostruoted and equipped. Other 
facilities, such as dining room, living quarters, and olubroona were also com- 
pleted. A total of 33>000 spindles were repaired and placed Into operation. 

The KMT also destroyed part of the Wkn-tang-tlen Textile Mill, but It was re- 
built quickly and already the factory has 43^000 spindles In operation. 

Other ml 11s like those at Chla->mu-88U and Mu-tcm-ohlang have been restored 
and 30,000 spindles are now producing yams and cotton cloth.

How that Horth China is entirely liberated, expansion of production Is of 
primary consideration. Therefore, a portion of factories devoted to manufacturing 
military goods has been converted to peacetime produotlon. On 1 June 1949 the 
Municipal Enterprise Coruoratlon of the TUen-chlng Public Utilities Bureau 
assumed contro]. of a needlework factory, rubber products factory, and woolen 
ndll from the T’len chlng Military Control Conalsslono 
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The needlftvoric factory Is the largeat of Its kind la Nor th China, ©n^loying 
500 Yorkers la two plants 8tpok5.iig aachlaes at this alll, 

of which on© thirl are now being operated. If ail j*00 laaohiaee were to be 
operated, they vould require double the present number of workers and 600 pieces V 
of yarn per 'sonth« This mill has been i^-mifhoturing stKikiQga for military use; 
bat now it Is gradually changing its products to clwlllan stoo kings, coarse 
cotton, yarns,' ■.and,.- towels’i' ' 


The rubber factory has more than 7C6 workers * Xt baa been manufac taring . 
about 10,000 pairs of military shoes each day, but is now nanufaotaring automo- 
bile Inner tubes and tires and machine belts, using about 30 tons of rubber 
each day 


The woolen mill, oh has been modernised and is now rezy bosiplete> 
employs orer 600 workers* The main produots of this mill are wool blankets 
and woolen goods for military uss, totaling about 40,000 meters each month* 
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
